All 
items marked by an asterisk in the budget are covered by this 
Article. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Eighteen Thousand Six Hundred Sixty-five Dollars and 
Sixty-four Cents ($18, 665.64) to maintain highways, equipment and 
Town share of T.R.A. All items marked by a cross in the yah 
are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) for the Health Department 
(Health Officer and Overseer of Poor $60.00, North Country Home 
Health Agency $240.00, Littleton Hospital Association $100.00). All 
items marked by a dash in the budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Sixty-six Dollars and Twenty-five Cents 
($266.25) for the White Mountain Community Services. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Seven Hundred Forty-one Dollars ($741.00), (to help 
defray the cost of the Lisbon Town Dump $241.00, also dump site 
planning fund $500.00). 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) for Town Cemeteries.

Police Chief and Dog Police $500.00, mileage at Ten Cents (10¢) per 
mile not to exceed $200.00, radio $200.00. 


ARTICLE 16. If the above Article is adopted, to see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply Seven Hundred Dollars 
($700.00) towards the payment of the above from Federal Revenue 
Sharing. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to make subject to gates 
and bars the road beginning 400 feet East of Homer Bonor's drive- 
way and ending at the Quebec Road at Keith Booth's intersection. 


ARTICLE 18. If the above Article is not adopted, to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10, 000.00) to rebuild the above mentioned road. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the purchase 
of a new truck for a sum not to exceed Nine Thousand Dollars 
($9,000.00). 


ARTICLE 20. If the above Article is adopted, to see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply towards the payment of the 
above $6,700.00 from Federal Revenue Sharing and $2,300.00 from 
the Capital Equipment Fund. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) to complete the re- 
appraisal being done by the State Tax Commission. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to instruct its Selectmen 
to appoint a Highway Agent who, under the direction of the Selectmen, 
shall have the same power and perform the same duties as a Highway 
Agent elected by the Town. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for and accept any State and/or Federal funds related to dis- 
aster or emergency programs which are available at the time, and to 
expend such funds for repair of damage. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to create a special unpaid 
committee to be known as a regional refuse disposal planning commit- 
tee, consisting of three persons appointed by the Moderator of the 
Town of Lyman. The duties and responsibilities of this committee 
will be to study the handling and disposal of solid waste and report 
their findings to the Selectmen of the Town on or before January 1, 
19%55 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of 
the North Country Council, organized in July, 1973. The Council has 
been designated by the State Office of Comprehensive Planning to be 
the official planning commission for New Hampshire Planning Region 
One. The objectives of the Council are to prepare a comprehensive 
plan for the region, work for consensus on major problems of re- 
gional concern, encourage and assist in cooperative projects to 
solve problems involving more than one town, and help member 
communities in their planning programs. The Council's authority 

is conferred by R.S.A. Chapter 36:45-53. It is advisory to local 
governments in the region. Member representatives of the Council 
are appointed by the Board of Selectmen, as provided by State Law. 
Two representatives will be appointed from this Town. 


ARTICLE 26. If the above Article is adopted, to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Ninety- 
eight Dollars ($198.00) as the Town's share for operation of the 
North Country Council for one year, beginning July 1, 1974. These 
funds will be used for financing staff, office and general operating 
expenses; regional planning studies; technical assistance to member 
communities; coordination with local, State and Federal agencies; 
and other programs of the Council. These funds may be used in con- 
junction with State and Federal funds available for planning purposes. 
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ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to approve the obtaining 
of the services of the State auditors for the annual audit of the Town 
accounts. 


ARTICLE 28. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees and 
officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 29. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

White Mountain Commmity Services wishes to request $266.25 be 
appropriated at the 1974 Town Meeting.

Demands for our services in your schools, hospitals, and for psychiatric 
emergencies have increased markedly in the area we serve. Hopefully we 
will be able to cmtinue to provide these vital, and at times, life- 
saving services.

Since this money was appropriated after Town Meeting, the 
Board of Directors of White Mountain Community Services voted unanimously 
to refund to the towns all monies in excess of the $1.25 per capita 
requested. This action was taken by our Board to keep faith with the 
communities we serve by insuring that there would not be any case of 
double taxation (town and county) placed on our citizens. 


I am pleased to inform you that upon receipt of our share of the County 
appropriation for mental health services, we shall refund to your town 
the sum of $159.75. 


Because we have no way of anticipating the action to be taken at the County 
level for further financial support for mental health services, we are 
requesting each town continue to support our services at the rate of 

$1.25 per capita. 


In conclusion, we are grateful to you and your towmspeople for their support 
in the past. We realize no single town among the towns we serve can 
financially bear the quality and level of mental health services needed 

and available to all of our citizens through White Mountain Community 
Services. However, if each town is willing to vote its full share to help 
defray these costs, then all of our citizens benefit. We need your help 
and hope you will speak and act in favor of our request.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. 
Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not cov- 
ered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire 
warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 
9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a commercial or industrial 
burn or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work by the 
District Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department of Re- 
sources and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of 
the Forest Fire Warden's job. Fire statistics show the need with 72% 
of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey 
the Bear is an important prevention tool but he still needs much help 
from the public. Parents should warn their children of the hazards of 
playing with matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted match held 
in their hand is a potential forest fire.
